Out of five samples of water! 
submitted for analysis from 
Canal"Point and Pahokee, three 
showed . pollution, one was 
doubtful and one was negative, 
Russell Broughman, district 
health officer of the State Board 


of Health, reported yesterday. 


is not safe for drinking pur- 


poses," he said, adding: "Res- 
idents of the communities are 
advised not to drink the water 


unless it is chlorinated.” 

The one sample of water that 
was negative to the test was 
from the office of The Ever- 
glades News and was water 
from a tank that was filled be- 
fore the storm. Water run in- 
to the tank since the storm 
probably would show the same 
pollution as the other samples. 

Health Officer Broughman 
gave the following directions as 
to how to chloririate water: 
“Get a can of chloride of lime at 
the drug store; put a half tea- 
spoonful of the powder into a 
seven-ounce bottle (Cocoa Cola 
bottle will do), fill with water 
and keep it corked: Then to 
each pail of water add a few 
drops of the solution and agi-| 
tate the water to mix the solu- 
tion with the water. This will 
kill any disease germs in the 
water. e

hould be used freely as a disin- 
fextant in the toilets and in 
stagnant water. t
